Mr Fergafon of Craigdarroch, in a molt: maftdrly* fpeech, 
went over the whole proof, infifting that every-article im the 
libel was proved in the cleareft manner, but efpecially rhe firit. | 
He adverted particularly to: what: fell from the Chief Baron, 
contending, that his Lordthip had miftaken- the pleaof. pre- 
{cription fet up for the appellant, that having been exprefsly re- 
pelled by the laft Affembly, and was thereforenow out of doors.. 

Several other members delivered their opivians on the fame

“© The Ailembly unanimoafly difmifs the appeal as inept ; and 
fpecially enjoin the Syaod of Moray to jadge finally, in the ap- 
peal, from the fentence of the depofition of Mr Macintofh, and 
bring up the Synod book, and all the original mioutes relating 
to this whole affair, to next General Affembly, with~certificas - 
tion; and recommend to the Prefbytery of Invernefs, in the 
mean time, to take care that the ordinances of religion be dif- 
penfed to the parithes of Moy. and, Dalaroflie.”-—The Synod, 
in confequence of the above, again took the-caufe-under conti- 
deration, when they reverfed the fentence of depofition pro- 
nounced by the Prefbytery, and recurred to the former fentence 
of their own, mentioned above, which they ordained fhould con- 
tinue in farce till after this Affembly.
